GLNIRAL  TRAPPER'S  LICENSE:  Available  to  RESIDENTS  ONLY  -  $10  fee 

I  ANDOWNER ' S  'TRAPPER ‘ S  I.ICENSE:  Applicants  must  give  legal  description  of  land  owned  or  leased,  name,  address.  Resident 

Conservation  License  number,  and  $1  fee. 


IRAPI’ERS  MUST  OBTAIN  PERMISSION  OF  LANDOWNER  BEFORt  TRAPPING  ON  PRIVATELY-OWNED  LAND. 


lAGGING  TRAILS  &  SNARES:  Any  person  trapping  fur-bearing  animals  or  predatory  animals  for  their  pelts  shall  fasten  a  metal 
lag  to  alT'su'cFr  traps  or  snares  bearing  in  legible  English  the  name  and  address  of  the  trapper.  In  addition,  metal  tags 
on  snares  must  have  telephone  numbers.  No  tag  shall  be  required  on  traps  or  snares  used  by  landowners  trapping  with 
permit  on  their  own  lands  and  irrigation  ditch  right-of-way  contiguous  to  the  land. 

MARTEN  SHIPPING  PERMIT:  Any  person  who  desires  to  ship,  take,  or  transport  marten  out  of  the  state  in  any  manner  must  obtain 
<1  free  iiia’rten  shipping  permit  from  any  regional  office  or  state  game  warden. 

POSSESSION  OF  LIVE  FUR-BEARING  ANIMALS:  Live  fur-bearing  animals  may  not  be  possessed  except  under  the  provisions  of  fur 
farm  or  roads fde  zoo  pormi t. 

(UR  DEALJR' S _L ICENSE:  Resident  Fur  Dealer  -  $10;  Fur  Dealer  Agent  -  $10;  Nonresident  Fur  Dealer  -  $50. 


I  UR  DEALER  DEFINED:  Any  person  or  persons,  firm,  company  or  corporation  engaging  in  carrying  on,  or  conducting  wholly  or 
in  part  tlie  business  of  buying  or  selling,  trading,  or  dealing  within  the  State  of  Montana,  in  the  skins  or  pelts  of  any 
animal  or  animals,  designated  by  the  laws  of  Montana  as  fur-bearing  or  predatory  animals,  shall  be  deemed  a  fur  dealer 
within  the  meaning  of  the  act.  If  such  fur  dealer  resides  in  or  if  his  or  its  principal  place  of  business  is  within  the 
State  of  Montana,  he  or  it  shall  be  deemed  a  resident  fur  dealer.  All  other  fur  dealers  shall  be  deemed  nonresident  fur 
(lea  1  ers . 

IHiSTROJ^lNG  BEAVER  AND  MUSKRAT  HOUSES:  It  is  unlawful  for  any  person  to  willfully  destroy,  open  or  leave  open,  or  partially 
destroy  a  TTouse  of  muskrat  or  beaver,  except  that  this  shall  not  prohibit  trapping  in  the  house  of  muskrats  when  authorized 
by  the  Commission. 

(.[ OSED  TO  TRAPPING:  Portions  of  Mt.  Haggin  Wildlife  Management  area  -  (See  attached  special  regulations  &  maps.) 
iSTl' NatioVaT^ Parks,  National  Wildlife  Refuges,  and  Indian  allotted  or  tribal  lands  except  as  otherwise  speci^ie^. 

Permits  to  trap  on  National  Wildlife  Refuges  may  be  issued  by  the  Refuge  Manager.  For  trapping  privileges  on  other  than 
lUatkfeet,  Cheyenne,  and  Flathead  Indian  Reservations,  see  local  agency  in  question.

PI  EASE  NOTE:  A  number  of  fur-bearing  animals  have  been  ear  tagged  for  scientific  study.  If  one  of  these  animals  is  captured, 
(ilrase  notify  the  nearest  game  warden  or  regional  office  of  the  tag  number  or  numbers  and  the  locality  of  the  capture. 

It  is  si]g()ested  that  all  traps  be  checked  at  least  once  every  48  hours. 

rrajiping  on  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks'  lands  will  be  allowed  by  written  authorization  of  the  Area  Manager  or  a 
department  employee  on  lands  not  having  a  resident  manager. 

The  legal  taking  of  bobcat,  Canada  lynx  and  river  otter  in  accordance  with  applicable  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks 
rules  and  regulations  must  be  certified  by  the  signature  of  the  owner  at  the  time  of  pelt  tagging  and  registration.

• he  set  in  muskrat  houses  in  Regions  1  &  2.  (Feed  beds, 

push  ups  and  bank  dens  excepted. 1 

November  1.  1981.  through  April  15.  1982:  FWP  Admin.  Regions  4,  5,  6,  7,  inclusive,  except  special 

seasons  at  Freezout  Wildlife  Management  Area.

December  1,  1981,  through  February  28,  T9S2:  FVIP  Admin.  Regions  2,  3,  4,  &  5  inclusive. 

Marten  pelts  must  be  tagged  by  the  game  warden  residing  in  the  district  where  pelts  were  taken 

no  later  than  twenty  (20)  days  after  close  of  open  season.

OTTER:  Open  Season:  November  10,  1981,  through  February  28,  1982:  FWP  Admin.  Region  1. 

January  1,  1982,  through  February  28,  1982T~  FWP  Admin.  Region  2. 

November  1,  1981,  through  April  15,  1982:  FWP  Admin.  Region  3,  except  Park  County  and  portions 

of  Region  4  in  specific  areas  as  described  below 
in  otter  closures. 


LIMIT;  Persons  may  take  and  possess  only  one  (1)  otter  each  per  season.  Otter  pelts  must  be 
tagged  by  the  game  warden  or  other  FWP  personnel  residing  in  the  district  where  pelts 
were  taken  no  later  than  ten  (1_0)  days  after  close  of  open  season. 

CLOSED  TO  OTTER  TRAPPING:  Liberty,  Chouteau,  Judith  Basin,  Meagher  and  Park  counties  and  all  counties  lying  east  of  these 
counties.  In  addition,  portions  of  FWP  Admin.  Regions  1,  2,  3,  &  4  closed  to  beaver  or  otter  trapping.  (All  areas  closed 
to  beaver  trapping  also  closed  to  otter  trapping.  See  beaver  trapping  regulations.) 


B06CAT-CANADA  LYNX:  Open  Season:  December  15,  1981,  through  February  15.  1982,  inclusive. 

LIMIT :  Persons  may  take  and  possess  one  (1)  bobcat  and  one  (1)  Canada  lynx;  FWP  Admin . Regions  1 ,2&3 

Persons  may  take  and  possess  two  (2)  bobcat  and  one  (1)  Canada  lynx;  FWP  Admin .Regions  4, 5, 6, 7 

Bobcat  and  Canada  lynx  pelts  must  be  tagged  by  the  game  warden  or  other  FWP  personnel  residing  in 

the  district  where  pelts  were  taken  prior  to  their  sale  or  transfer  of  possession,  but  no  later 
than  February  25,  1982. 

WOLJiE^INE;  Open  Season:  December  15,  1981,  through  February  1  5,  1982,  inclusive. 

LIMIT:  Persons  may  take  and  possess  one  (1)  wolverine  each  per  season  and  have  same  tagged  by  the 
game  warden  or  other  FWP  personnel  residing  in  the  district  where  wolverine  was  taken  prior 
to  sale  or  transfer,  but  no  later  than  February  25,  1982. 

BOBCAT-CANADA  LYNX  -  WOLVERINE  -  RIVER  OTTER:  GENERAL;  ■  . 


Lynx,  bobcat  and  wolverine  may  be  taken  only  by  a  validated  trapping  license.  Validation  available  without  charge  at 
all  DFWP  regional  headquarters.  Validation  for  such  licenses  must  be  made  prior  to  December  15,  1 981  . 

Dogs  may  be  used  in  taking  of  bobcat,  in  addition  to  taking  by  trapping,  snaring,  hunting  or  shooting. 

Untagged  hides  of  lynx,  bobcat,  or  wolverine  that  are  not  covered  by  a  current  validated  license  or  that  have  not  been 
presented  to  a  Fish  and  Game  warden  for  tagging  by  February  25,  1982  will  be  subject  to  confiscation. 

It  is  mandatory  that  the  entire  and  intact  carcass  of  all  bobcat,  Canada  lynx,  wolverine  and  river  otter  be  turned 
into  the  DFWP  in  good  condition  at  the  time  the  pelt  is  presented  for  tagging.  Good  condition  is  defined  as  fresh 
or  frozen  and  securely  wrapped  in  such  a  manner  as  to  have  prevented  decomposition  in  order  that  all  tissue'sampl es 
shall  be  suitable  for  laboratory  analysis.  j 

Any  bobcat,  Canada  lynx,  wolverine  or  river  otter  pelt  that  is  presented  for  tagging  without  the  carcass  in  good 
condition  shall  be  subject  to  confiscation. 

A  Federal  Export  Permit  is  required  in  addition  to  a  Montana  tag  before  the  pelts  of  bobcat,  Canada  lynx  and  river 
otter  may  be  exported  from  the  United  States. 

^.!jJET  FOX:  CLOSED.  Carcass  of  accidentally  trapped  swift  fox  must  be  turned  in  if  animal  cannot  be  released  alive. 

FI^Rj _ CLOSED.  Carcass  of  accidentally  trapped  fisher  must  be  turned  in  if  animal  cannot  be  released  alive. 

BLACK- FOOTED  FERRET:  Protected  and  classified  as  an  endangered  species  in  Montana. 


niNCRAL  RFAVjl^SEASON  REGULATIONS:  Owners  and  lessees  of  real  estate  being  damaged  by  beaver  may  apply  for  a  permit  to 
trap  beaver  under* offher  provisions  of  the  law.  Please  see  your  local  game  warden  for  further  information. 

Only  (lersons  in  possession  of  the  1981-82  General  Trapper's  License  may  participate  in  the  general  beaver  season. 

lUAVER;  Open  Sep^^n:  November  1,  1981,  through  April  1  5,  1982:  FWP  Admin.  Regions  3,  4,  5,  6,  &  7,  except  portions  along 

the  Yellowstone  River  as  stated  below.

November  10,  1981,  through  February  28,  1982:  FWP  Admin.  Region  1.

East  of  Continental  Divide:  Unlimited,  except  Mt.  Haggin  Wildlife  Management  Area  as 
described,  where  a  limit  of  fifteen  (15)  beaver  per  trapper  is  imposed. 

The  pelts  of  beavermust  be  tagged  by  the  game  warden  or  other  FWP  personnel  in  the  region  where 
taken  prior  to  the  sale  or  transfer,  or  within  15  days  following  the  closure  of  the  applicable 
season.  Untagged  hides  will  be  subject  to  confiscation.

flroadwatcr  County:  Those  portions  of  Dry  Creek,  Confederate  Gulch,  White  Gulch,  and  Avalanche  Gulch  on  public  land. 

Deer  Lodge  £ou_nty:  Tlie  entire  Dry  Cottonwood  Creek  drainage. 

Gallatin  ^  Madison  counties:  Beginning  at  the  outlet  of  the  Earthquake  Lake  Dam  on  the  Madison  River,  thence  northerly 
to  U.S.  Highway  287,  thence  northeasterly  to  the  intersection  of  Rock  Creek  and  thence  up  Rock  Creek  to  the  Beaverhead-

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SI’ICIAI  urr.ULATIONS  MT.  HAGGIN  WILDLIFE  MANAGEMENT  AREA:  The  Mt .  Haggin  Area  consists  of  trapping  zones  (see  map)  where 
a  guota  of  fiv'eTsl  licensed  trappers  shall  be  permitted  to  trap  one  limit  of  fur-bearers  and  four  people  allowed  to  trap 
l»ri*clators  on  the  area.  Trappers  will  be  selected  by  a  randomized  drawing  with  separate  drawings  for  fur-bearers  and 
predators.  Trappers  will  be  able  to  select  an  area  to  trap  in  the  order  of  names  drawn.  The  last  name  will  not  have  a 
(hoi(e  but  will  be  assigned  an  area.

NONRESIDENT  C-2  PREDATOR  AND  NONGAME  WILDLIFE  TRAPPER'S  LICENSES:  May  be  obtained  through  application  to  the 
following  offices  of  the  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  by  sending  in  your  name,  address.  Conservation 
License  number,  and  $250.00  fee:

Nonresident  trapping  licenses  are  available  only  to  residents  of  states  who  sell  nonresident  trapping  licenses 
to  residents  of  Montana. 


PREDATOR  AND  NONGAME  WILDLIFE  TRAPPING  SEASON:  October  16,  1981  through  April  30,  1982  -  statewide. 

"Predatory  Animals"  are  coyote,  skunk  and  weasel. 

"Nongame  wildlife"  means  any  wild  animal  not  otherwise  legally  classified  by  statute  or  regulation  of  this  state. 
Examples  of  nongame  wildlife  with  commercial  value  are  badger,  raccoon,  and  red  fox. 

PROHIBITED  ANIMALS:  The  taking  of  furbearing  or  game  animals  by  nonresident  trappers  by  any  means  is  prohibited. 
Furbearing  animals  are:  beaver,  bobcat,  Canada  Lynx,  fisher,  marten,  mink,  muskrat,  otter,  swift  fox  and  wolverine. 
Game  animals  are:  antelope,  caribou,  deer,  elk,  moose,  mountain  goat,  mountain  lion,  mountain  sheep  and  bears. 

Wolves  and  black-footed  ferret  are  classified  as  endangered  species  and  may  not  be  taken. 

LANDOWNER  PERMISSION:  Every  holder  of  a  Class  C-2  Trapper's  License  shall  obtain  written  permission  from  the 
landowner,  lessee,  or  his  agent  before  trapping  or  snaring  predatory  animals  or  nongame  wildlife  on  private  property. 

TAGGING  TRAPS:  Any  person  trapping  predatory  animals  for  their  pelts  shall  fasten  a  metal  tag  to  all  such  traps 
bearing  in  legible  English,  the  name  and  address  of  the  trapper. 

SNARES:  It  shall  be  lawful  to  use  snare  traps  for  the  purpose  of  snaring  predators  and  nongame  wildlife  under  the 
following  conditions: 

(a)  Each  snare  must  be  tagged  with  a  metal  device  identifying  the  owner's  name,  address  and  telephone  number. 

(b)  It  is  unlawful  to  set  snares  on  private  property  without  the  landowner's  consent. 

(c)  Snares  must  be  set  in  a  manner  and  at  a  time  so  as  not  to  duly  endanger  livestock. 

(d)  A  trapper  who  injures  livestock  in  a  snare  is  liable  for  damages  to  the  owner. 

CLOSED  TO  ALL  TRAPPING:  All  National  Parks,  National  Wildlife  Refuges,  and  Indian  allotted  or  Tribal  lands  except 
as  otherwise  specified  are  closed  to  all  trapping.  Permits  to  trap  on  National  Wildlife  Refuges  may  be  issued  by 
the  Refuge  Manager.  For  trapping  privileges  on  other  than  Blackfeet,  Cheyenne,  and  Flathead  Indian  Reservations, 
see  local  agency  in  question. 

ALL  STATE  GAME  PRESERVES  ARE  OPEN  TO  TRAPPING:  Trapping  on  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  lands  will  be 
allowed  by  written  authorization  of  the  Area  Manager,  or  authorized  Department  personnel  on  lands  not  having  a 
resident  manager. 

It  is  suggested  that  all  traps  be  checked  at  least  once  every  48  hours. 

FUR  DEALER'S  LICENSE:  Nonresident  Fur  Dealer  -  $50.00;  Fur  Dealer  Agent  -  $10.00. 

FUR  DEALER  DEFINED:  Any  person  or  persons,  firm,  company,  or  corporation  engaging  in  carrying  on,  or  conducting 
wholly  or  in  part  the  business  of  buying  or  selling,  trading,  or  dealing  within  the  state  of  Montana,  in  the  skins 
or  pelts  of  any  animal  or  animals,  designated  by  the  laws  of  Montana  as  furbearing  or  predatory  animals,  shall  be 
deemed  a  fur  dealer.  If  such  fur  dealer  resides  in  or  if  his  or  its  principal  place  of  business  is  within  the  state 
of  Montana,  he  or  it  shall  be  deemed  a  resident  fur  dealer.  All  other  fur  dealers  shall  be  deemed  nonresident  fur 
dealers .
